Building Fund Increasing Rapidly. 
In the first treasurer’s report, dated Jan. 
11. 1806, the endowment fund of the Hbrary 
was shown to be $1,851,131. In the 
treasurer's report for 1900, dated Feb. 
} 27, 1901, the endowment is 
be $8,400,000, an increase of over a million 
and a half dollars. And the ding fund, 
which is set aside annually from the net 
income of the endowment fund, over and 
above all expenses of the library, has now 
reached in round numbers the amount of 
$320,000, and there was carried to this fund 
during the last year over $65,000. This great 
increase in the endowment fund, which will 
continue, will-insure ample means for main- 
taining the library in its chosen field, for all 
time, and the development of the building 
fund will, within a short time, if the site in 
view can be secured, furnish ample means 
for‘ the erection of a magnificent library 
building that will form a conspicuous mem- 
ber of the lake front group of public struc- 
tures already built or projected. 

The title to Lake Front Park, which lies 
between Michigan avenye and the Illinois 
Central railroad right of way, and between 
Randolph street and Park row, and which 
originally included the site now occupied by 
the Chicago Public Library, is vested in the 
City of Chicago for the use of the public, 


ment in favor of the abutting property own- 
ers, that no building shall be erected thereon 
without their consent. 


Petition to Council and Legislature. 

The Crerar trustees, therefore, have de- 
cided to submit the matter to the public, as 
being of purely public interest, and to ask 


authority to erect and maintain a free public 
Ubrary building upon the lake front, subject, 
however, to the library obtaining the consent 
of the abutting property-owners. 

The division of the world of books made by 
the trustees with the controliing bodies of 
the Newberry and Public Libraries, it is 
urged, would add to the advantage of the 
‘site where the present temporary Postoffice 
stands. By the division of the field the 
Crerar Library is composed for the most 
part of social, physical, natural, and applied 
scientific works. Persons who might seek 
books on these subjects in the Public Library 
that occupies Dearborn square, near at hand, 
could be referred to the Crerar institution, 
and the two institutions would not conflict. 
John Crerar in his will requested that the 
library be established on the South Side. 
The present location is the fifth and sixth 
floors of the Marshall Field Building. 80 
rapidly has the institution increased in popu- 
larity that more room is needed at once. 
The librarian estimates that the books on 
the shélves soon will number 1,000,000. 

On carefully investigating the question the

LABORERS INIRON WORKS 
STRIKE AND MAKE ATTACK. 


“ Buggy Pullers Go Out in South Chi- 
cago Mills and Police Answer to Riot 
Call—Men Take to Woods. 


A strike of twelve buggy pullers "’ almost 
caused the suspension of operations in the 
South Chicago Furnace company's mills at 
One Hundred and Highth street and Torrence 
avenue, last evening. After an ineffectual 
attempt to gain certain concessions the men 
made a concerted attack on the mill and 
threatened bodily harm to all who remained 
at work. A roit call was sent to the South 
Chicago police and Captain Shippy with 
twenty-five men responded. At the approach 
of the policemen the disturbers fled and made 


‘their escape in the woods that surround the 


mill. Policemen guarded the works all night, 
fearing another outbreak. : 

The buggy pullers ’’ are employed to haul 
iron ore, lime stone, ahd coke to the furnaces. 
They work in two shifts, six during the day 
and six at night. The pullers,“ who are all 
foreigners and speak little English, work 
twelve hours a day, and are paid $1.85. They 
demanded 52. Last eVening when the day 
force was quitting work the men made a 
formal demand on Superintendent C. A.

DRIVING BUGGY, ARE RUN DOWN 
ON FORTY-SEVENTH STREET. 


One Is Thrown Under the Car and In- 
stantly Killed, While His Compan-

This money, expended at the will of 
one human being said to be devoid of a back- 
bone, has been accounted for to the last 
cent, and not a breath of scandal has at-

War nowadays is made more with money 
almost than with men, so it happens that 
the peculiar McKin- 
ley genius for finance 
was called into play 
at once. Two meas- 
ures were devised im- 
mediately by the ad- 
ministration itself and promptly passed by 
Congress. One was for a bond issue of

200,000,000, and this was floated, not by 


appealing to the money kings of Europe or 
the manipulators of Wall street, but the loan 
was the most popular one ever negotiated 
in this country. It was taken by the people 
in such small sums and in such a rapid man- 
ner as tn.be an object lessen in finance to 
the great nations of the world. 

Where Mr. Cleveland, with his superfluous 


‘backbone and deficient tact, was assailed 


with the foul breath of scandal on account 
of bond issues during his time of peace, this 
great war loan was taken without suspicion 
being attached to the financial bureau of 
Mr. McKinley’s administration. 

Coincident with this marvelously success- 
ful popular loan Congress passed a new law 
raising internal revenue for tlie support of 
the army and navy. Taxes were imposed 
on things which had not been taxed for a 
generation. The people were asked to 
mit to the discomfort of affixing revenue 
stamps to telegrams, medicines, bank checks, 
and all instruments of commerce.

time came took the Philippines into his

Partially out of distrust of the Presi- 

dent at that time Congress made an 

ill-considered pledge that Cuba should be 

free and independent. The President in 1858 

opposed that pledge, and now in 1001 people 
see that he was right. 

The country, however, has not failed to 
meet the Cuban situation in an honest spirit. 
The letter of the Teller pledge is to be kept, 
but the Cuban people have to be taught the 
great fundamental principle of American 
policy, that the spirit ot the republic is liberty 
and not license nodr loot. 

The President, without any hesitation, de- 
clared that as Congress had made the pledge 
of independence so Congress must determine 
the time when the American protectorate 
should cease. He did not hesitate to say, this 
man without a backbone, that he would call 
Congress in special session if necessary to 
determine this grave question. Finally, at 
his suggestion and practically under his 
direction, a series of conditions has been 
drawn up and has been passed by Congress 
which must be met by Cuba before that 
island obtains its freedom. * 

These conditions, dictated by the President, 
retain in the United States a wise super- 
vision over the affairs of Cuba, to be exer- 
cised only so far as becomes necessary for 
the protection of life, liberty, and the pur- 
sult of happiness in the island and for the 
protection of the infant republic itself from 
the rapacity of old and unscrupulous em- 
pres. 

The conditions imposed by Congress at the 
suggestion of the President permit the 
American eagle to hover over the island al- 
most in perpetuity, guarding it against out- 
side foes and protecting it against: itself. 
No European warship will seize the custom- 
houses of Cuba and no impecunious Cuban 
patriots will loot the rich merchants of Ha- 
vana. The capital of the island will not be 
permitted to become a breeding place for 
pestilence and the navy of the United States 
will find a home for years to come in Cuban 
waters. 

This is a strangely forceful policy for a 
man without a backbone, and yet it is the 
one thing insisted u by President McKin- 
ley as the only alternative to an extra session 


‘of Congress, and it ische thing which must 


be accepted by the Cuban people uhless they 
prefer to forego entirely their dream of in- 


dependence. 


Now, too, comes a strong, manly, and hon- 
est civil policy for the Philippine Islands. 
Those far away lands, inhabited by scores of 
different tribes and separated from each 
other by great bodies of water and from this 
country by 10,000 miles of ocean, necessarily 
demand civil institutions adapted to the place 


and the people. 


Thus this backboneless President once more 


‘assumes a vast responsibility, for Congress 


now has placed in his hands the absolute 
power, not of a despot, but of a father, to 
create and to expand a genuinely American 
civil government for the people of the Philip- 
pine Islands. - 

Under the special bill the power of the 
President is limitless: To that extent he 
is a despot, if a man without a backbone 
can be a despot, but no one who knows the 
Chief Executive has the shadow of a doubt 
that his trusteeship will be accomplished 
with as scrupulous a care for his honor and 


for the reputation of his country as was 
own when . $50,000,000 was put into the 


nds of this one man, 
The Taft commission already has begun 
the work of civilizing the Filipinos, according 
to the American standards, and during the 
beginning of his next administration William 
McKinley expects to organize a civil govern- 
ment which will be so elastic as to adjust 
itself readily to the needs of the islands, so 
strong as to command their respect, and 
so essentially free as to command their love. 
This is one of the problems of the next ad- 
ministration, but the grant of power to a 
backboneless President by a Congress which 
has never been accused of backbone is one 
of the most remarkable events in the history 
of the American republic.

FORTY GIRL EMPLOYES OF 
NEWS STANDS ARE IDLE. 


Company Which Operates Business Has 
Financial Troubles and Young Wom- 
en Fear They Will Lose Money. 


Forty girls who were employed by the 
Metropolitan and Northwestern Elevated 
Railroad News company to conduct the news 
stands in the stations along those lines have 
lost their positions, and many of them fear 
that they may also lose their deposits of $5 
which was required of each of them before 
they were allowed to go to work. 

The news stands, which have been con- 
ducted by Abraham Kalisher, were in no 
way connected with the management of the 
elevated lines. Kalisher leased the privilege 
of conducting the stands and employed forty 
or more girls at wages of from $2 to $5 a 
week, and in some cases commissions oh the 
receipts above a certain fixed sum. A de- 
posit was required to protect the company in 
case of a shortage. 

Until Friday the girls supposed the news 
company to be prospering. On that day a 
large van drove up to the various stations 
and a force of men under the direction of 
Miss Kalisher, a sister of the manager of 
the company, carried out the stock of cigars, 
books, magazines, and candies. They also 
removed the stands and fixtures. In some 
instances the young women were out at 
luncheon. When they returned they found 
only a few placards proclaiming the merits 
of some particular brands of cigars. 

Some of the girls, fearing that all was not 
right, refused to surrender the day's receipts 
remaining in their hands, while others re- 
tained a share of the stock, usually a few | 
boxes of cigars. All claim that Kalisher | 
owes them their $5 deposit, and nearly all 
say they have not received their last week’s 
wages.

‘Archbishop Chapelle Gives 
ont Line of His Mission 
and His Plans. 


AMERICA 18 HIS MODEL.| 


Means to Put Catholic Priests 
from United States in All 
Important Posts. 


FRIARS ARE NOT HOSTILE. 


MANILA, March 3.—Archbishop Chapelle, 


who is here on a special mission under in- 
structions from the Vatican, today spoke 
of his work and the plans he intends to 
put into effect as soon as possible. As to his 
mission the Archbishop said: 

„First, I came here to reorganize church 

affairs on American lines, and to place her 
in a position similar to the one she holds 
in the United States. 
„ Second, to accomplish this I will do my 
utmost to bring American priests here as 
goon as possible, and the friars will not 
oppose them. On the contrary, they will 
be pleased if a goodly number come, and 
they promise to do everything to ds their 
‘maintenance and their instruction in the 
character and needs of the Filipinos. 


Must Avoid Religious Conflict. 

“I am thoroughly acquainted with the re- 
ligious, social, and political situation in the 
archipelago, enjoying vast opportunities to. 
secure.information. I believe the solution 
of the problem of pacification still confront- 
ing us necessitates the avoidance of disturb- 
ing elements and a religious conflict. It is 
mecessary to proceed slowly in the forma- 
tion of a purely civil central government. 

“I believe it will be well to wait until 
Congress has full opportunity to provide 
suitable legislation and to wait for the Su- 
preme Court’s decision on the constitutional 
Status of our possessions. While I may not 
have agreed fully with the policy of the au- 
thorities during the last sixteen months, yet 
I have not said or written a single word that 
would weaken their influence. I am always 
ready to place powerful moral influence’ at 
the service of the authorities for peace, 
order, and Christian civilization.” 


Denies III Disposed Rumors. 

In prefacing the outline of his work Mgr. 
Chapelle said: 

Today, for the first time, I feel it best 
for the interests of the church to be inter- 
viewed. Heretofore when executing mis- 
sions I have remained silent, preferring that 
my superiors announce the progress and rd 
sults of my work. However, considering the 
present conditions and the widespread publi- 
cation of incorrect reports and quotations, I 
deem it best to state emphatically that I have 
not written to any one concerning my present 
‘mission, except officially to the proper au- 
thorities. 

J have discussed extensively my opinions 
on the situation with the military and civil 
authorities, because I believe it to be part of 
my duty to give them the benefit of special 
knowledge which they were unable to ob- 


Stories All Campaign Myths.

‘Democratic primaries: for the ot 
delegates to the city, town, and Aldermanio 
conventions will be held in the various wards 
of Chicago today. The convention which will 
nominate candidates for Mayor and other 
city offices meets at North Side Turner Hall 
at 10 a. m. tomorrow. 

The only contests at the primaries will be 
over the delegates to the Aldermanic conven- 
tions. There is no opposition to the renomi- 
nation of Carter Harrison for Mayor or WIIl- 
fam Loeffler for City Clerk. It is also gen- 
erally conceded that Andrew J. Ryan will be 
renominated for City Attorney, although the 
Nineteenth Ward will instruct its delegation 
in favor of Miles Devine, ex-City Attorney, 
and there are a number of candidates from 
other wards. 

For City Treasurer the First Ward will send 
delegates in favor of the nomination of ex- 
Alderman Charles Gunther, but the senti- 
ment seems to be that ex-Treasurer Ernest 
Hummel will be the candidate. 


Fear Secret Opposition. 

The thing which the Democratic organiza- 
tion fears most just now is a secret opposi- 
tion to the reélection of Mayor Harrison 
within the ranks of its own party. Secretary 
Burke openly declares that John P. Hopkins 
and his friends will do all they can to elect 
the Republican ticket. Mr. Burke spent most 
of his time yesterday in guarding against 
what he styled “ the treachery of these 
recreant Democrats.“ 

Early yesterday afternoon Burke received 
a delegation of Twenty-second Ward Demo- 
crates, who waited on him concerning the 
Aldermanic situation in their ward. He 
made quite a speech to his visitors, telling 
them that they were paying so much atten- 
tion to the electing of a Democratic Alder- 
man from their ward that they had done 
nothing in the way of organizing the terri- 
tory with a view of getting out as many votes 
as possible for Harrison and the city ticket.

DEATH OF w. M. w. DAVISON. 


Prominent Chicago Physician, Former 
President of National. Medical Col- 
lege, Expires in Kenosha, Wis.— 
Demise ‘Attributed in Part te In- 
fdction Geatracted While Perform- 
ing Surgical Operation — Disap- 
‘peared from Home on Feb, 10. 


Dr. William M. W. Davison, formerly Pres- 
ident of the National Medical College in 
Chicago, died at the home of his mother, 
Mrs. ‘Andrew Davison, in Kenosha, late on 
Saturday evening. Dr. Davison's death is 
attributed to blood poisoning, eontracted 
while performing a surgical operation, and 
to exposure

Graduates with High Honors. 

William Miller Wagner Davison was born 
in Kenosha on Aug. 28, 1849. His boyhood 
days were spent on the farm, and when he 
was 20 years of age he removed to Kenosha. 
In 1874 he went to work ig the factories of 
the city, and gave his spare time to thestudy 
of medicine with Dr. N. A. Pennoyer, pro- 
prietor of the Pennoyer Sanitarium com- 
pany in this city. Later he entered the 
Hahnemann Medical College of Chicago, 
from which he graduated with high honors in 
1878. After his graduation he remained at 
Hahnemann College for a short time as an 
instructor in physiology. 

Dr. Davison went to Texarkana, Ark., to 
While there 
he was married to Mrs. Hattie Brown, who 
died within a year. After traveling through 
the West Dr. Davison returned to Chicago, 
and worked up a lucrative practice on the 
West Side. He was especially well known 
among the poor residing in that part of the 
city. He was constantly among them, and 
always insisted on giving his services free of 
charge 


Contracts Blood Poisoning. 

The arduous work of his practice caused 
his health to fail, and he went to Parsons, 
Kas., where he was engaged in practice two 
years. During his stay in Parsons he was

called upon to remove a bullet from the arm 


of an Indian, and from this operation he 
contracted blood poisoning, with which he 
was afflicted until the time of his death. He 
returned to Chicago in 1885, and at once be- 
gan the practice of medicine at 1333 West 
Lake street. He married a second time after 
his return to this city. Shortly after his re- 
turn from Kansas Dr. Davison started a 
movement among the homeopaths of Chi- 
cago for the establishment of a college, 
which resulted in the founding of the Na- 
tional School of Medicine, with Dr. Davison 
as one of the faculty. A short time later he 
was elected President of the college, but he 
resigned this position because of his desire 
to engage in active practice. From that 
time until his death he held the position of 
lecturer of physiology in the college. 

The funeral will take place at the Unitarian 
Church in Kenosha on Tuesday afternoon. 
Dr. H. W. Thomas of Chicago will conduct 
the services. The remains will be interred in 
the] avison family plat in the Kenosha ceme- 
tery. Among the survivors of Dr. Davison 
are his mother, Mrs. Andrew Davison; a 
sister, Miss Ida C. Davison of Kenosha; Mrs.

BRIDE OF TWO MONTHS. 
DRINKS CARBOLIC ACID. 


Mrs. Bessie Hicks, 6840 Perry Avenue, 
Niece of United States Senator Bev- 
eridge, Makes Almost Fatal Mistake. 


As Simon Hicks entered his home at 6840 
Perry avenue yesterday morning he saw his 
wife, Mrs. Bessie Hicks, a bride of two 
months, and a niece of United States Sena- 
tor Albert J. Beveridge of Indiana, Hft a 
bottle to her mouth and drain the contents. 
The bottle contained carbolic acid, and for 
two hours physicians applied restoratives 
before they succeeded in saving the wom- 
an’s life. Members of the family say that 
the poisoning was accidental, and that Mrs. 
Hicks mistook the acid for medicine. The 
Englewood police confirm this report. 

Mrs. Hicks is the daughter of Mrs. Co- 
lumbia Miley, a sister of Senator Beveridge. 
She is 23 years old and was married but two 
months ago. She is the proprietor of a res- 
taurant at 7034 Cottage Grove avenue, and 
for a month has kept a boarding-house at 
6840 Perry avenue. Mr. Hicks is the night 
clerk at the Morrison Hotel. He and his 
wife have been acquainted since early child- 
hood. When Mr. Hicks’ first wife died, 
three years ago, he turned to his old friend 
for sympathy, and the sympathy soon rip- 
ened into love. Their home life, according 
to neighbors, was pleasant and cheerful. 

Mr. Hicks left the hotel at 7 o’clock yes- 
terday morning, and reached home two hours 
later. As he entered the door he heard his 
wife scream, and, hurrying into the bed- 
room, found her lying on the bed, moaning 
in agony, with an empty vial in her hand 
that had contained a half ounce of carbolic 
acid. With the assistance of Mrs. George 
A. Gasman he attempted to’ relieve her, 
while others in the house hurried for a phy- 
sician. Drs. J. G. Campbell and E. W. Rug- 
gles soon arrived and found the woman un- 
conscious. For two hours they adminis- 
tered antidotes and remedies before she re- 
gained consciousness, The acid had failed, 
to penetrate beyond her throat, which, to- 
gether with her face and hande, was burned 
and scarred by the liquid. 

The report that Mrs. Hicks had attempted 
suicide was denied by Mrs. Gasman, who, 
with her husband, lives in the house, and 
by Mr. Hicks.

| This is a distinction which he will share 


with Washington, Jefferson, Madison, Mon- 
roe, Jackson, Lincoln, and Grant. The 
American people can give to no citizen bet- 
ter evidence of their absolute confidence in 
him—a confidence which is the child of ex- 
perience—than when they continue him at 
the head of national affairs. 

In the winter of 1890 no one would have 
ventured to say that in a little over ten 
years’ time William McKinley would be 
entering upon a secotid term as President 
of the United States. He had just been 
defeated for reélection to the House of 
Representatives. He was one of the many 
Republicans who were victims of the re- 
verses which befell the Republican party 
that year, reverses which were ascribed 
in part to the enactment of the tariff act 
which bears his name. It ‘was assumed. 
hastily by some that McKinley's political 


career was at an end. 


The following year the Ohio Republicans 
made him their candidate for Governor, 
and elected him by a plurality of 20,500. 
In 1893 they re#lected him by a plurality of 
80,000. All this showed that he was a 


given evidence that that great State is be 
hind him may legitimately begin to dream 
of the Presidency. The defeat of Mr. Mc- 
Kinley in 1890 opened the doors of the 
White House to him. His record as Gov- 
ernor gave him the prestige which secured 
for him in 1896 the Presidential nomination 
over so strong a character as Thomas B. 
Reed. 

The campaign which followed was one 
of the most exciting this country had ever 
known. There was a breaking up of party 
lines, which was calculated to make the 
coolest and shrewdest of politicians doubt- 
ful as to the result. During the trying 
summer and fall months of 1896 Mr. Mc 
Kinley displayed a dignity and strength of 
character which inspired his supporters with 
confidence. He made no hysterical canvass. 
He committed no blunders. He showed no 
timidity, and he made no boasts. 

It ig not necessary to relate bere what 
President McKinley has done during his 
first term. The story is told at length in 
the Washington dispatches in this morn- 
ing’s Trrsunz. The record which President 
McKinley has made is not yet ancient his- 
tory, and most Americans are familiar with 
it. It was because of their knowledge of, 
and hearty approval ot, that record that they 
retlected him by an increased majority. 
Tat all of his two-term predecessors were 
thus honored. He 1s deserving of this spe- 
cial mark of popular favor, for during four 
years he has been exposed to the scrutiny 
of the world. Political enemies have 
watched his every step. They have scru- 
tinized closely every act. Nothing has been 
disclosed to his disadvantage. . 

President McKinley begins his second 
term more popular and more respected than 
he was when he began his first. He is 
popular even with his political enemies. He 
has the absolute confidence of the country. 
The people are convinced that whatever new 
questions may come up between now and 
1905 will be handled. by their tried and ex- 
perienced Chief Magistrate in that states- 
manlike manner in which those grave ques-

This is not misplaced confidence. Aided 
by the experience he has acquired and the 
popular support he enjoys, President Mc- 
Kinley will accomplish. more in the future 
than in the past.

He has unusual capacity for work, and he 
will use that capacity for the public good 
ungrudgingly during the next four years. 
Then he will leave the White House to take 
his place in history among the American 
Presidents who are remembered. 


ART AND THE MACHINE. 

There has lately been set to music a 
translation of some verses, entitled The 
Sweatshop,” by the Yiddish poet—himself 
a sweatshop employe— Morris Rosenfeld of 
New York. The impression from the song 
is that of clattering wheels, which “ can- 
not sleep or for a moment stay” and of 
“toiling and toiling and toiling—endless 
toil.” It is the picture of one of the most 
marvelous and presumably socially useful 
of modern inventions, the sewing machine, 
as the ally and instrument of unwholesome 
and revolting conditions of industry. 

A different view of “the machine” was 
presented in a paper read at the meeting of 
the Arts and Crafts society on Friday even- 
ing. It was heralded, not as the mere agent 
of modern commerce, but as potentially and 
prospectively the instrument of an entirely 
genuine and incomparably expanded art ex- 
pression. The ugliness of the machine's 
products at present was attributed primarily 
to its prostitution to mere imitation of handi- 
work—as, for example, “pressed” chair 
back panels—and often imitation in one ma- 
terial of handiwork belonging to an entirely 
different material—as, for example, machine

It was accordingly insisted that the 
legitimacy of the machine should be frankly 
recognized, that its distinctive. capabilities 
should, instead of being forced or distorted, 
be honestly adhered to, and that under these 
circumstances machine products would, in 
their individuality, have as true artistic 
character as do tool products. 

It is widely recognized that machine pro- 
duction—sometimes exhausting, oftentimes 
monotonous, and nearly always highly sub- 
divided in respect to labor—sometimes does 
sacrifice the workers so that they “ sink 
into the night.” The song of the Yiddish 
poet is realistic. Yet there is a conviction 
in the common mind that modern progress 
in mechanics should serve as a boon to 
society in general, and must somehow be 
made to do so. Indeed, the sweatshop is 
under the. ban, and the law is demanding 
that the sewing machine be transferred to 
well-lighted rooms and be operated by 
power for reasonable hours only. 

That machine production itself, however 
conformed not to the characteristics 
handicraft, but to its own creative possibill- 
ties—can and is destined to become as genu- 
inely worthy and as pleasing to the finer 
sensibilitiés as is the more subtle, though 
now almost obsolete, production of the hand, 
is an idea not only new but one apparently 
indigenous, so far as its plain statement 
goes, to this city. In place of Mr. C. R. 
Ashbee’s suggestion that the machine should 
for the modern world take the place of the 
slave for the Greek, this idea—which has

WICH PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT. 
When Theodore Roosevelt takes the oath | 
‘of office today as Vice President of the 
United States he will begin a new period iu 
his remarkable career. No Vice President 
in the memory of the present generation has 
entered upon the duties of that office with 
so many elements of popularity as Mr. 
Roosevelt possesses. ‘The almost universal 
public esteem in which he is held is the re- 
sult of personal qualities and actual achieve- 
ments of a high order. The people have 
abundant reasons for their faith that he 
will make a new and honorable record even 
in the position where an ordinary man may 
lapse into obscurity, 
Mr. Roosevelt’s rapid rise in official honors | 
is due to a rare combination of natural 
ability, good equipment, sound judgment, 
sturdy principles, great force of character, 
and untiring industry. Whatever he had to 
do that he with all his might. He began 
his public as a member of the New 
York Legislature, and by hammering away 
indefatigably brought about reforms which 
it had been said could not be secured. He 
was willing to undertake the drudgery of a 
Civil Service Commissioner under President 
Harrison, continuing in that position for 
seven years and into President Cleveland's 
administration. In this place he made the 
civil service law known and respected. His 
heart was in this work, as it has been in 
every task he has undertaken. He was, and 
is, an ardent believer in the merit system, 
because he sees in it the best instrument for 
good government. i 
In 1895 Mr. Roosevelt went to New York 
City as Police Commissioner. It seemed a 
strange place for such a man, but his force 
of character, as revealed in his work in that 
office, attracted the attention of the nation. 
His power to unite high ideals with prac- 
tical methods soon became apparent. His 
sterling good sense was shown in his deter- 
mination always to accept the possible best 
instead of throwing it away for an impos- 
sible ideal. The New York police system 
retains permanent marks of his work as a 
practical reformer. 
As Assistant Secretary of the Navy he 
showed the same qualities of practical effi- 
ciency and devotion to duty. The value of 
his work in preparing for the Spanish war 
is known to all who were in Washington at 
the time. It is a matter of record that if it 
had not been for Mr. Roosevelt’s strenuous 
fight against the peace-at-any-price men 
Commodore Dewey would never have had 
the ammunition to fight the battle of Manila 
Bay. Thanks to his tireless energy the 
fifty tons of shells needed to place the Asi- 
atic squadron on a war footing reached 
Hongkong just twenty-four hours before 
the law of neutrality forced Dewey to start 
on his historic voyage to Manila. 
After the declaration of war Mr. Roose- 
velt resigned, against the advice of his 
friends, to raise a regiment, and voluntarily 
became a subordinate under. Colonel Leon- 
ard Wood. His forceful character traced 
a permanent mark through the whole his- 
tory of the succeeding months, from the 
confusion at Tampa to the charge up San | 


Juan Hill, and through the still more try- | 


ing epoch of the fever camp at Santiago, 
He returned home with deserved fame and 
with greatly increased popularity. His 
hard campaign in New York and his sérvy-

His nomination as Vice President 
aroused the loyalty of Republicans through- 
out the nation as that of no other man could 
have done, and his memorable campaign has 
raised him higher than ever in the public 
estimation.

THE TEST OF PARTY FEALTY. 

The army bill, with the amendments re- 
lating to Cuba and the Philippines, has be- 
come a law. These amendments express 
the views of the representatives of the 
United States government in those islands. 
Of course they embody the wishes of the 
national administration, which has just con- 
fidence in the knowledge and sound judg- 
ment of its advisers, They confirm and‘ex- 
tend all the powers exercised by the Presi- 
dent with reference to our new possessions 
in the Philippines, and they indicate the 
policy which it is hoped may be pursued 
with reference to Cuba. 

As these amendments set forth the views 
of the administration, as they have the ap- 
proval of all the President’s constitutional 
advisers, and as they have been incorpo- 
rated into law by the practically unani- 
mous vote of the Republicans in both 
Houses of Congress, they have become duly 
formulated articles of party faith. They 
needs must have much greater weight and 
authority with all Republicans than if they 
had been merely adopted as two out of the 
many resolutions in a national platform, 
some of which—being of minor importance— 
it may be possible for a member of the party 
to reject without sundering his connection 
with it. 

The amendments to the army bill are not 
to be found in those words in the Republican 
platform of 1900, but the policy they em- 
body was substantially approved at the 
polis last November by an overwhelming 
majority of the American people. At that 
same election the policy of the ad stra- 
tion with reference to Porto Rico had the 
stamp of popular approval placed on it.

So, too, are there women 
whose value to the community is above 
price. In fixing the value of life, where 
the law has no® fixed it, the utility of that 
life is the fact to be considered. There is 
no other fair test, and determined by such 
a test there will be as many different prices 
as there are people. Many women will be 
appraised as high as some men; and some 


men may be appraised as high as many 
women.

lain, has in some manner grown to be looked 

upon as a sort of perquisite of the Master of 

the Royal Buck Hounds, and the latter has 

been in the habit of distributing the cards 

of admission in such an indiscriminate and 

careless manner that wonjen of doubtful 

character, financiers of the shadiest de- 

scription, money lenders, and individuals of 

the most unsavory antecedents have been 

found elbowing royalty there. Indeed, the 

only refuge which the reigning family had 

from people of this kind at Ascot was the 
so-called royal stand. 

The King has now decided upon most radi- 
ca] changes, which will not, however, enter 
into operation until next year. These pro- 
vide for the restriction of the royal inclosure 
exclusively to the members of the reigning 
family and of their suites. Members of the 
reigning family alone will have the right to 
invite any one with whom they may wish to 
converse into this inclosure. No one will be 
permitted to enter it without an invitation of 
this kind ahd neither court officials nor digni- 
taries of the state have any voice in deter- 
mining the admission to this royal preserve, 
or have even any right to enter it themselves 
unless specially invited. 

Another large inclesure is to be constructed 
between the royal inclosure and the paddock, 
and admission to this will be granted no 
longer by the Master of the Buck Hounds but 
by the Lord Chamberlain, which is equiva- 
lent to saying that only those people will get 
in who have succeeded in securing the critical 
approval of that most exclusive of peers, the 
Earl of Clarendon. 


Through the death of Lord Inverclyde a 
few days ago, within twenty-four hours of 
the demise of his wife, his eldest son, the 
Hon: George A. Burns, who only sailed for 
England a fortnight or so ago with his wife, 
after a prolonged stay in this country, has 
succeeded to the peerage and to his father’s 
seat in the House of Lords.

The late Lord Inver- 
clyde was the head of the Cunard company, 
and his son, the new peer, is likewise a direc- 
tor of the line. Besides succeeding to his 
father’s honors, Lord Inverclyde likewise 
inherits Castle Wemyss on Wemyss Bay, one 
of the most beautiful and picturesque places 
in all Scotland, :
